people lose their own chance and then 
blame anybody but self; it’s the sur- 
vival of the fittest froin the God-Head 
down, and all nature and creation sub- 
stantiates it; we begrudge no man his 
own, and none but fools waste time in 
beerndging and envying. 
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We care not for any man’s modes or 
ways, so long as they are in accord with 
the law of right endeavor and uphold 
the mighty fabric of the State for the 
good of ALL and EACIL of its con- 
stituent parts or units. We believe in 
centralized power; we desire right in- 
stead of force and might of a false re- 
vealment; we SHALL yet GAIN IT.

Why not the thirty million 
New Thought and Altruistic hosts form 
a gigantic combine; maybe it will be 
necessary yet, in order to protect our- 
selves against the LETTER of THE 
WORD run wild with the SPIRIT 
left to those who ARE of awakened 
Soul Consciousness. 

We have no objection to religious 
combinations, provided the Spirit of 
Christ be the object; but we feel that is 
NOT the REAL IDEAL. 


This is a commercial age and people 
must have bread and butter as well as 
Spiritual food; common sense tells us 
that we must accept humanity as it 1s, 
until humanity, by Spirit of love is 
quickened of the Soul, into better un- 


, derstanding of its own best good; vou 


cannot beat, pound, or legislate people 
into Soul unfoldment; neither can you 
transinute evil into good by hate, the 
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god of evil, and hate is the whole trou- 
ble at the bottom of all recent church 
moves, towards overcoming so-called 
evil; without evil there could be no un- 
derstanding of good, and the Church 
would cease to be of further use. 
Church ethics and city government 
ethics can NEVER meet on any equal 
basis of operation; the Church ethics 
would make a desert of this city of Den- 
ver in less than ten years. 

Neither can city ethics take the place 
of Church ethics; the two are separate 
factors, and both absolutely essential to 
human progress. 


Yes, dear friend, whenever you get 
the food with exactly the rightly pro- 
portioned chemical elements to keep 
health, and vou get environmental con- 
ditions, of house and sleeping apartment, 
exactly, correctly adjusted to bodily 
needs, and, then, get the mental organ- 
ism and nervous and functional system 
perfectly in working order in the small- 
est details, everything working in har- 
mony to a nicety; when you under- 
stand and apply all the principles of 
creative inbreathing and outbreathing 
so as to establish a lasting equilibrium 
between the within and the without;

Frank D. Hines, born October 21, 
1862, in the old Georgia placer mining 
district on north fork of Clear Creek, 
Gilpin County, Colorado. 

Father, John J. Hines, moved to 
Bear Creek, near Evergreen, spring of 
1864, where mother died December 2, 
1864. 


Mother’s parents were Hollanders, 
name Schwartzell. 

Father’s parents, father Irish de 
scent, an Ohioan; the mother of Penn- 
sylvania Dutch stock, born in Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Left home at age of 12; entered Den- 
ver schools 1876, left East Denver 
High School ut end of second year, 
June, 1883; health compelling him to 
leave school, spent two years in the 
woods as log contractor. 


Served as County Assessor of Jeffer- 
son County 1888 and 1889, being a 
Wolcotite; split in party drove him out 
of politics, after a service of ten years; 
was editor of the Globe at Golden, 
Colo.,during Harrison campaign, 1888, 
and stumped his county for his party. 
Served in the nineties for six years as 
Justice of the Peace of his own coun- 
tv; was an authority on tariff and mon- 
etary questions, sticking to the gold 
standard throughout the silver discus- 
sion. 


Has studied Cooley on Torts; read 
Blackstone through and through, read 
the Illinois and Colorado Codes up to 
year 1897, and is considered well-post- 
-ed and of natural decision and aptness 
on all business and criminal law; has 
been a lifelong student of human na- 
ture, natural laws and phenomena; has 
delved in all the Egyptian, Hindu and 
Christian mvthologies, mvsteries, theol- 
ogies, and there is nothing in the best 
histories of mankind he has not read. 


Bulwer’s works were his favorite class- 
ical novels. 

Phrenology, astrology, phychic phe- 
momena, psychology, anthropology, 
physiognomy for more than twenty 
years past have interested him, and few 
have reached a higher understanding, 
comprehension and application of the 
principles of divine and natural univer- 
sal law than has he.

off into the ethical and religions, and 
bids fair to stop railroads, Sunday news- 
paper publications, or even buying’ or 
reading thereof; make Sunday theatres, 
baseball eames, in fact, anything that 
adds vim, life, pleasure, content, restful- 
ness and health to over-tired toilers and 
workers, a eriminal matter; laws closing 
down, shutting off everything and any- 
thing outside the pale of fixed, manipu- 
lated and compulsory pathways.

faith or principles. The world is the 
expression of but two primal revealed 
forces; the one positive, constructive, 
evolving, and overcoming and fulfilling 
an universal growth and unfoldment 
scheme, the other a Negative, destruc- 


„tive, tearing-down, closing-up, or de- 


stroving process; the two must meet on 
equal footing; no middle course can be 
the outcome of the Plan and Purpose of 
Creation; a positive or a negative pro- 
cess must result, ere any force is possible 
in such a universal comprehension of 
power; if’s the known position taken 
that permits detection, as well as expres- 


siveness of power, or its character; ex- 
tremes, as opposites must be, or else, the 
grand scheme of evolution is not a possi- 
bility. 

Principles determine phases of disci- 
pline; principles determine character; 
but back of, underlying and indwelling 
all principles, must be the concept of 
that for which principles are formulat- 
ed; back of the concept must be Will as ` 
Fiat, in purpose or concept, as purpose 
symbolized, or imaged and following in 
the wake, or as the result of Will, must 
be the Spirit indwelling Light and Life 
of the Concept as willed, in accordance 
with underlying principles: after Will 
and Spirit, as motive power, and Life, 
and Light of the Concept, must surely 
follow Love, which instills or creates and 
sets in motion, the ALL CREATIVE 
POWER as Working Enthusiasm to 
promote principles accepted as Truths, 
in Concept, as Symbol or Image and, 
thereby, set at work or put in operation 
an effort; this is a process fully set in 
motion, under way, towards consumma- 
tion of purpose; principles must deter- 
mine of what character shall be the en- 
tire process, whether positive or nega- 
tive, in manifestation and expression, as 
the operative process; the unifving prin- 
ciple is termed the Psychosis, without 
which, equilibrium, the hoped for attain- 
ment, is impossible. Philosophy has to 
do with principles, their determination 
and differentiation and, finally, their ap- 
plication and the conclusive results that 
may possibly follow; Psychology has to 
do with Mind and Soul and Spirit and 
its Process; it further must have to do 
with the Psychosis, because, it must de- 
termine final unifving principle; Sci- 
ence as exact knowledge of principles, 
things and forms, must have to do with 
the differentiation, separation into their 
parts, and dissection, and classification 
of the Generic and the Genetic; it mat- 
ters little how we enter the realms of 
knowing, but it matters much under 
which set of principles we enter, and 
with what Spirit we permit our real 
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knowing to become of consequential 

good, or evil, to ourselves and fellow 

man; the I am, the Ego, must perceive 

the Objective, then, per apperception, 
make the Objective itself or knowledge 
within itself; it must then, utter itself as 
knowledge, as of itself, in image or con- 
cept, in accordance with fixed princi- 
ples, positive or negative, constructive or 
destructive; there is no middle way of 
utterance of this self as knowledge, the 
process must express character of one or 
the other type, good or evil; in either 
process the Memory and the Will, com- 
bined with reason, must compel, too, the 
faculty of recalling events, stored away 
in the Subjective, to act for either good 
or ill; thus and thus only can the I am 
become what we will it to be, in uttered 
concept, or image, as a finality. The 
Concept or Image is what we build to; 
it is the result of innate conception and 
propulsion, as an utterance or judgment 
of the Ego, the I am, and we become ob- 
jectivelvy as we thus form for our own 
after building that which is the Concept, 
Image, or Design; this is the process; 
there can be none other; we need strive 
for none other; the soul as the Womb of 
Creative Spirit, alone, holds what we 
shall be or become; it is the source from 
which, knowingly or otherwise, man ob- 
jective, appropriates the real of charac- 
ter as to what he is in actualized unfold- 
ment; the smaller the possibilities of the 
Soul to express, the less the power of cre- 
ative capacity and the less the gift of 
Wisdom or positive knowledge; some 
souls are so dead, or pinched, as to ex- 
press but little, so bound as to be of none 
avail; while others represent the Soul in 
its half dormant state capable of creative 
power, but lacking the spirit of proper 
illumination, fail in attainment of real 
expressiveness in power, energy or wis- 
dom; other Souls opening up the twelve 
gates of entrance, and accepting the 
guidance, contro] and illuminating pow- 
er of the Divine Spirit manifest creative 
Power and Wisdom in all the beauty and 


Life and Love of the One Divine Source — 


of Being and are termed, as of the Su- 
persensuous, a masterful fulfillment in 
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Divine Gifts and Power; knowledge is 
from without, while Wisdom is ever 
from the within of us, hence, Spirit be 
comes of tremendous importance as to 
final completion of the nature or charac- 
ter of man. 


The spirit of the Negative operates 
never, strictly speaking from the'within, 
or the Real Immortal of man, the Soul, 
yet drawing upon the objective, and per 
perception followed by apperception, ap- 
propriating the gleanings of the nega- 
tive spirit’s work, may become the I am 
of all that is negative in spirit and pro- 
ceed to utter the evils thereof; thus we 
may become the I am of all Evil, de 
structive, sick, and undoing energies and 
proceed to make such conditions, our 
Symbols, Concepts, or Images, and, 
thereby, become builders to our undoing, 
as to the Objective, and the loss of the 
possibilities of immortalizing ourselves 
as to Soul Character; the I am is then 
the mere temporary I am, partaking of 
the spirit of the passing, the changing, 
the Objective phase of being alone; this 
is the final conclusive evidence of the ap- 
propriation, to ourselves, of fixed sets of 
principles and, once more, determines to 
which revealment we have clung and as 
to which factor of the I am we are allied. 
Disease, Failure, Fear, Doubt and all 
kindred conditions spring from the neg- 
ative or outer spirit of the Universal, 
while Health, Prosperity, Success, Love 
in its reality, Truth, Longevity and 
Power and Poise spring from out the 
depths of the great Oversoul and indwell- 
ing the within of man, makes possible 
Life in the Universal as the Immortal 
Soul Essence, the New Creature, as a 
positive Consciousness, which is Crea- 
tive in process and springs from creative 
Mind and Will, and as Spirit manifest- 
ing Creative Principles, as of the All.

even after illumination, until per the 
Psychosis the unifying Process, as of 
growth, it so perfects the Objective as to 
permit of Universal Consciousness as 
Wisdom becoming the Light of Knowl- 
edge and thus perfecting the inner and 
the outer, per unfoldment and develop- 
ment, so as to unite the separate factors, 
into the One, the Ego or Imminent I 
am; in this manner a positive character 
is made an Immortal Entity a means of 
salvation in accordance with Divine 
Principles; this is the I am Love; the 
creative, the Superman, the Real Man 
in true conception and fullest reveal- 
ment of Creative Purpose, Will and Pro- 
cess.

The Psychosis, as the unifying princi- 
ple, brings to pass true at-onement be- 
tween the within and the without; the 
completion of the Process of all creation, 
both in Nature and in Man.

A 
tendency to flee to legislation, already en- 
tering the soggy condition is now upon 
us; the same mode of mrocedure which 
made possible man’s sinking beneath the 
stream of Progress and becoming in vir- 
tues of the higher Civilization a nonen- 
tity, dead at the bottom of his carrying 
stream of Life, especially so, as marked 
during the dark ages, is facing us, again, 
in this dav of splendid triumph in all 
that Civilization promises. 

Too much maternal care leads to too 
little self dependence; destroys impetus 
to mental endeavor; overcomes disposi- 
tion to fight it out on lines of the sur- 
vival of the fittest, per the law of best 
equipment and greatest attainment. Al- 
ready we are lawed into cowardice; 
lawed into hate and antagonisms fatal to 
unfoldment and proper growth process;

feel it essential to have government con- 
trol every thought, act or deed of the fac 
tors making up the fabric thereof; the 
body politic, religious and educational is 
becoming soggy, is drifting heavily, as a 
natural result of too much attention to 
force legislation and too little attention 
to evolutionary process and evolving 
principles. A man was never made from 
without; character is always evolved; 
and as man is £0 will be his creations and 
his features of manifest expression, as 
shown forth in that which expresse 
man, Society. To begin to law man into 
higher being per laws operative from the 
without of things and being, is to turn 
the log into a state too weighty to float 
upon the stream that carries it. 

Society cannot run smooth with half 
its members soggy and sinking and thus 
impeding the free passage way for the 
other half vet able to float. 

Law is a rule of action; its object is a 
rule that unfolds and develops that 
which it regulates; it cannot sustain it- 
self as a rule of hate or coercion; such 
latter ideal would defeat its purpose by 
destroving that which it would regulate. 
Negative laws are the rage and the dan- 
ger of present times; the signs of the 
times point to overdoing in that which, 
in itself, as a rule of action, for the good 
of all and uplift and development of all. 
mav become the detriment of all and the 
cause of after disintegration, in stable 
ness and ingenuity, as well as thriftiness 
of character. True, there must be order, 
cohesive force, Love or Life energy, as 
the Spirit in action, ambition to go for- 
ward, compensation to promote useful- 
ness in spirit and endeavor, liberty com- 
patible to the good of the individual 
while conserving the general thrift of the 
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whole, as the objective, in any people's 
laws; to much moral discrimination 
with too little liberty of free will is fatal 
to any society ; the free will of man must 
be left free so long as it bends to the ne 
cessities of the general thrift, success and 
wealth, as well as the evolutionary and 
educative uplift of the masses, regardless 
of any set of interests or classes. 


In extremes lies all danger in legisla- 
tire enactment or laws discriminating 
effects. Greed has its frightful degener- 
ating influence; but nothing can so de 
generate as laws unrighteously discrirm- 
inative and unjustly defeating Free Will 
in a civilized Community of interests.

preachers of all denominations, and 
women and children bringing up the rear 
of the great procession ; banners. bearing 
sentences of various kinds were hoisted 
all along the line: at the head was a tre- 
mendous banner bearing the legend, 
“Mother Church, Christs Vice-Gerent 
on Earth” ; another further back we saw, 
“We demand all the earth to hear and 
know Christ and Him Crucified”; an- 
other read, “Direct Apostolic descension 
gives us authority over al] earth’s crea- 
tures in every land and of every tongue.” 
Back among the preachers was a strange 
diamond-shaped banner bearing the in- 
scription, “Down with Liquor, Red 
Light Districts. Sin in City Offcial- 
dom”; “The League of Christian In- 
spectors of Civil Affairs”; and strangest 
of all, was a stringer with letters in brill- 
iant red, reading as follows. “More 


Stringent Laws for Sunday Closing; we 
demand Sunday Observance by closing 
of all theaters, ball games. newspaper 
publishing, or selling. or reading there- 
of, on Sundar: we denounce Spiritual- 
ism, Clairvoyance. ALL SCHISM, and 
demand LAWS TO STOP ALL PRAC- 
TICING of socalled Spiritual and Psv- 
chic Revealing.” This stringer was sur- 
rounded by many torches and seemed the 
GIST of all the parade indicated. 

We stood amazed, and turning to our 
coropanion, found he had vanished, 
slipped away; we were alone, and being 
suddenly noticed, or discovered, at this 
juncture, a great how] arose from the 
Lavmen, and tail-end of the procession. 
We stood perfectly dauntless and fear- 
less)v faced the howling and hissing mob, 
when, suddenly, a great Light seemed to 
FALL FROM SPACE and the EN- 
TIRE PROCESSION FELL TO 
EARTH. AS IF SUDDENLY 
STRICKEN, and innumerable little 
RED DEVILS rose from the prostrate
